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FCC REPORT 


By Bill Grenfell - W4GF 


Being away from the "scene" for over a month (mobile 7, 8, 
9 and @) I have nothing in the way of really "hot" news to 
report. However, I can “guestimate" that the next notable 
rule-making action of the FCC will likely be adoption of 
"repeater" rules - probably before the end of the year. I 
believe the rules adopted will be much less restrictive than 
those offered in the Commission's Notice of Proposed Rule 
Making. 


Probably the most important question to be resolved at 
this time is whether the current rapid increase in repeaters 
will soon result in a careless waste of the VHF amateur 
spectrum, requiring the establishment of order via specific 
rules —- or - will the amateurs be able to work out the freq=- 
uency usage problems on a cooperative basis? I believe that 
the situation has not reached a state requiring adoption of 
rules, and that the amateurs will be able to manage the use 
of their VHF bands for repeaters with reasonable efficiency. 


Another problem which I think should be resolved in the 
rule making, is the logging of the repeater transmissions. 
I think there is no significant purpose served by requiring 
anything more than (1) a log of the date and time a repeater 
‘goes in and out of service, 2) the name of the operator 
responsible for monitoring the repeater, with the time he 
goes on and off watch and (3) a record of any major technical 
changes in the repeater. 


I believe there is little chance that repeaters will be 
allowed to operate unmonitored by someone = either the 
licensee, trustee, or specific members of a licensed clvb. 
However, it appears that provisions for exercising monitor- 
ing responsibility while mobile has a pretty good chance of 
adoption. 


One of the knotty decisions people who are responsible for 
the rule making work within the Commission must face is 
whether a problem is or is not of sufficient magnitude to 
require correction via the rules. One example of such a. 
problem in the repeater field is what I call an unbalanced 
repeater. For example, there are some repeaters where the 
transmitter power and antenna have a range of 40 — 50 miles 
out to mobile receivers, whereas the repeaters receiver 
sensitivity and antenna provide triggering by mobiles only 
within 5 or 10 miles of the repeater. JI have yet to hear 
or read any sensible reason for such a repeater and therefore 
myst conclude that the “engineer” for such a system is either 
pretty stupid or completely devoid of any consideration of 
his fellow amateurs! Let's hope corrective rules will not 
be necessary.

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ARRL REPORT 


E.S. VanDeusen — W3ECP

FCC has dismissed RM=-1631, WAICYT's petition to amend the 
rules to permit the discussion of political and other contro=- 
versial subjects on amateur frequencies, saying in part, 
"the rules in part 97 reflect no restrictions on the nature 
of communications, but rather state the general purpose and 
nature of the Amateur Service." This is interesting in view 
of the interpretation given to Section 97.39 in connection 
with Docket 19245, the “Eye Bank" matter. 


League Counsel Booth has filed a comprehensive and detailed 
response to the FCC in the matter of Docket 19245 containing 
what, inmy opinion, are irrefutable reasons for the with-= 
drawal of the offending interpretation of Section 97.39. 


RM-1843, filed by W8JJL, seeks issuance of the Extra Class 
license to anyone who has held a General or Advanced Class 
for ‘2D. years or longer, 


The "Goldwater Bill", S485, has now become Public Law 
92-81 and provides for the eligibility of aliens intending to 
become citizens of the U.S. to take amateur radio license 
examinations. 


The Call Book Magazine has changed procedures to provide, 
in the future, only a winter edition, to be supplemented by 
three additional supplements listing only the changes, add= 
itions and deletions to the winter issue at a package price @ 
about $15 for the U.S. CALLBOOK and $12 for the Foreign. 


RM-1841 is a petition by the "United CBters of America" 
seeking hobby class licenses for 27 MHz, authorizing "skip" 
communications, and transferring business and emergency 
phases of the Citizens Radio Service to a band proposed to 
take some of our 220 MHz band. 


League financial report for the quarter ending 30 June, 
1971, shows a net loss of slightly more than sixteen thousand 
dollars. 


The Executive Committee, meeting in Raleigh, N.C., on 25 
September, 1971, found K2KIR and incumbent W3EPC eligible and 
properly nominated for the position of Director of the Atlan=- 
tic Division to be voted upon later this year. WS3KT, WA2KND 
and W3HK were acceptable and will appear as candidates for 
Vice Director on the ballots. K@NL, our Andy, is a nominee 
for Midwest Division Director.

The FCC is alert to the misuse of the Citizens Band as 
witnessed by the inditing of 21 individuals in DesMoines 
Iowa. Maybe this will help bring the CB band back to the 
legitimate users. 
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Foundation For Amateur Radio, One. 


Iwenty~-six Trustees representing 19 supporting clubs were 
present at the October meeting. 


Baltimore Amateur Radio Club appointed new representative 
John Chitwood, K3RGB. Correspondence from the Itchycoo Park 
VHF Amateur Radio Society indicated their intention to join 
the Foundation in the near future. Shenandoah Valley Radio 
Club requested that an exception to the attendance require- 
ments be granted in view of the distance they must travel to 
attend FAR meetings. Unanimous approval was voted to extend 
their "good standing" for one year. 


Final plans for the October 24 Hamfest were reviewed. Prize 
Committee chairman W3RE requested an additional $200 for pur- 
chasing prizes — bringing the total to $1200. Unanimous appr- 
oval was given. WAYLARCs requested $30 for professional play 
ground supervisors for the children's program and also reques- 
ted permission to hold a Raffle for a tape deck. Unanimous 
approval was given. 


The subject of AUTO-CALL financing was reviewed again. A 
proposal had been circulated to all Trustees by the Northern 
Virginia Radio Club whereby subscriptions would be handled 
through Participating Clubs and charges based on a sliding 
scale determined according to the percentage of members of 
each club who subscribed to AUTO-CALL. A charge of $1.50 
would be made to those clubs having 100% participation, $1.75 
to those with 75-100%, and $2.00 to those clubs having 50-75%. 
No discount was provided for those clubs having less than 
50% of their members subscribing to AUTO-CALL. 


The "Individual Subscription" plan which was proposed by 
the Publications Committee would permit members of Supporting 
Clubs of the Foundation to obtain subscriptions at a prefer- 
ential rate of $2.00 — rather than the regular subscription 
rate of $2.50. Subscriptions could be entered either indi- 
vidually or through the club. 


A roll call vote defeated the "Percentage of Participation" 
plan by a vote of 9 to 10. The “Individual Subscription" 
plan was then approved by a vote of 13 to 3 with 3 clubs 
abstaining. 


The new policy will go into full effect on January 1, 1972 
and the old system of charging clubs so much per member per 
month will no longer be used. In the mean time, any member 
of a Supporting Ciub who so desires, may enter an individual 
subscription at the $2.00 preferential rate. The few who 
"jumped the gun" and sent in $2.50 payments since the first 
of September will have their subscription term extended by 3 
months upon request. |

DOES _.94 OUT GIVE YOU THE GOUT? 


Voiced concern over supposed lack of proper frequency utiliza- 
tion is growing right along with the quantity of repeaters 
springing up from coast to coast. Most gripes concern repeat 
ers with .94 outputs. We agree, it's disappointing not to 

be able to work .94 simplex as we travel. But let's look at 
a few common sense facts. 


It's doubtful that any repeater club establishes their machine 
primarily for transients. Considering the many hours and 
dollars involved, we can safely assume the prime benefactors 
are the club's members. Nevertheless, in the friendly spirit 
of amateur radio, visitors are normally welcomed into the 
repeater. 


Remember, too, that a frequency combination totally impractical 
in Greater Washington might make a whole lot of sense to the 
hams in North Carolina, for example. 


We feel it is the responsibility of the visiting mobile, should 
he desire to be a guest user of a repeater, to research and 
plan ahead for his FM operation. In other words, know the 
repeaters! call, location and frequencies in advance of the 
trip. Procedures, of course, may be determined in a few 
mements of monitoring. 


A most helpful device is the AAA TripTic, whereby the traveler 
may plot a course of repeater usage from town to town. Each 
page of the map might contain a large circle (estimated RPT 
coverage) plus call and frequencies notated within.

HAM INSURANCE 


Questions have been raised recently in several ham 
publications* about the coverage provided in "Homeowners! 
Insurance Policies" against windstorm, lightning damage, etc, 
to ham antennas. 


It appears that, in this area, we have little to worry 
about. It is true that in some of the hurricane prone states, 
most Homeowner policies exclude wind damage and take a fairly 
healthy added premium to get it written back in. But policies 
in Maryland and Virginia seem to be quite uniform in providing 
full coverage on non-commercial antennas and towers. Any 
| resultant damage to your own home is also covered under the 
"falling object" provision, and any liability for damage to 
others is covered under the personal liability provision. As 
} part of your "personal property", your ham equipment is 
insured against theft. 


If your are a tennant rather than a home owner, the similar 
Landlord and Tennants policy ~leaves some doubts about the 
coverage of antennas. Since they may be considered "“appurten- 
ant structures", they may not be covered in the tennants' 
policy. Better check with the landlord. 


The above, of course, is in generalities. It might pay you 
tc read over the fine print in your own policy. And if you 
don't have a Homeowners! policy, it is worth looking into.
